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AN    HISTORICAL   SKETCH. 
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-uvLC  1-^'^'  THE   UNIVERSilY. 


In  t^-autjjmjj:'>of»  1SG5  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  tlie 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  was  reorganized  by  Bisiiop  Davis  "VV, 
Clark,  D.D.,  at  Athens,  Tennessee.  The  need  of  a  central  institu- 
tion of  learning  for  the  white  membership  which  tlie  Church  might 
collect  in  the  Southern  States  was  then  recognized  and  discussed  by 
Bishop  Clark  and  leading  men  in  the  then  new  Soutiiern  field.     The 

I  Athens  Female  College,  the  property  of  which  embraced  a  handsome 
and  commodious  three-story  brick  structure,  seventy  by  fifty  feet, 
'  togetlier  with  twelve  acres  of  ground,  eligibly  located  in  the  minia- 
ture city  of  Athens,  the  most  healthy  town  in  all  of  Eastern  Ten- 
nessee, and  noted  for  the  morality  and  culture  of  its  inhabitants,  had 
become  involved  in  heavy  debt,  had  been  sold  by  a  decree  of  Chan- 
cery Court,  and  had  been  bidden  in  by  its  President,  the  Rev.  Eras- 
tus  Eowley,  D.D.,  who  held  the  greater  portion  of  tlie  claims  against 
it.  Dr.  Rowley  now  wished  to  dispose  of  the  property,  and  its 
desirability  strongly  impressed  both  Bishop  Clark  and  leading  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference . 

At  the  session  of  the  Conference  held  in  the  autumn  of  1S6B,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  organize  a  Conference  college,  at  some 
point  to  be  decided  upon  bj"  them  as  the  most  suitable.     Negotia- 
tions with  Dr.  Rowle}'  were  at  once  begun,  and  finally,  on  June  4, 
1SG7,  the  property  was  bj'  him  transferred  to  a  Board  of  Trustees, 
"  forthe  use  and  behoof  of  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church."     On  March  9,  1867,  by  a  special  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State' of  Tennessee,  the  institution 
was  chartered  as  the  East  Tonnessee  Wesleyan  College,  and  Peix'ival 
C.  Wilson,  M.A.,  was  chosen  as  President. 
The  corporation,  as  originally  formed,  which  was  to  hold  the  insti- 
l  tution  in  trust  for  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  ^Methodist 
\  Episcopal  Chitrch,  consisted  of  the  following  persons  :  Rev.  T  -ouias 
;H.  Pearne,  D.D.,  Rev.  J.  Albert  Hyden,  Rev.  L.  F.  Drake.  Rev. 
'  John  F.  Spence,  D.D.,  Rev.  W.  C.  Daily,  Major  Janaes  H.  Horns- 
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by,  George  W.  Boss,  Milton  L.  Phillips,  Esq.,  Major  Meredith  A, 
Helm,  E.  A.  Atlee,  Esq.,  C.  W.  Vinson,  Hon.  William  G.  Brown- 
low,  James  Turner,  James  Baker,  Hon.  K.  K.  Butler,  Judge  N".  A, 
Patterson,  Samuel  Hutsell,  Kev.  John  W.  ]\[ann,  and  Rev.  J.  B. 
Little.  Of  these.  Dr.  J.  F.  Sponee  and  Maj.  J.  H.  Hornsby  have 
been  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  continuously  until  the- 
present  time. 

The  property,  however,  had  not  yet  been  fully  j)aid  for,  and  in  the 
spring  of  1SG7  the  Rev.  John  F.  Spence,  D.D.,  at  the  request  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  visited  the  Xorth  and  East  in  the  financial  inter- 
ests of  the  school.  His  efforts  Avere  successful,  and  within  three 
months  he  returned,  having  raised  several  thousand  dollars — sufiB- 
cient  to  liquidate  tie  entire  indebtedness.  The  first  fifty  dollars  of 
this  amount  was  contributed  by  General  U.  S.  Grant. 

At  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  following  the  incorporation- 
of  East  Tennessee  Wesleyan  College,  the  name  and  title  of  the 
institution  were  changed  to  East  Ti':nxessek  Weslkvax  LTxiver- 
siTY,  and  by  its  amended  charter  it  was  invested  with  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  of  a  first-class  LTniversit}\ 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  founders  of  the  University,  and  of 
others  high  in.  the  councils  of  the  Church,  that  this  should  be  the 
central  University  for  the  white  membership  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  South  for  all  coming  time ;  and  Bishop  Clark 
once  declared  that  "he  wanted  to  see  this  institution  at  Athens  the 
one  for  its  work  in  the  South." 

Rev.  Nelson  E.  Cobieigh,  D.D.,  who  had  been  for  several  years 
editor  of  Z ion's  Herald,  at  Boston,  Mass.,  was  the  first  President  of 
the  University.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  at  the  opening  of  the 
session  of  ]S67-8,  and  remained  at  the  head  of  the  institution  until 
by  the  General  Conference  held  at  Brooklyn,  IST.  Y.,  in  1872,  he  was 
elected  to  the  editorship  of  the  Methodist  Advocate,  at  Atlanta,  Ga. 
To  Dr.  Cobieigh  belongs  the  honor  of  inaugurating  the  career  of  the 
University,  and  of  conducting  it  through  five  years  of  successful 
work.  He  was  a  man  eminently  fitted  for  the  oflice  of  a  Colleo-e 
President,  and  during  his  administration  the  institution  assumed  a 
high  rank  for  thorough  and  scholarly  instruction.  During  his  pres- 
idency there  was  an  average  annual  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  students,  and  fifteen  young  men  and  women  were  gradu- 
ated, nearly  all  of  whom  have  gained  high  position  in  their  respect- 
ive professions.  The  Universitj^,  however,  was  entirely  without 
endowment,  and  the  receipts  from  tuition  were  not  suflicient  to  meet 
tlie  current  expenses.  Hence,  during  Dr.  Cobleigh's  presidency 
there  was  a  constant  and  bitter  struggle  with  poverty :  and  when  he 
retired  there  had  been  incurred  a  debt  of  nearly  three  thousand 
dollars. 
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Dr.  Cobleigh  was  succeeded  bj-  the  Eev.  James  A.  Deun,  D.D.,  of 
Connecticut,  wlio  remtiined  at  its  head  for  three  years.  Dr.  Deun 
was  a  scholarly  and  accomplished  gentleman,  and  labored  conscien- 
tiously and  earnestly  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  University. 
Under  his  administration  elcA^en  young  men  and  women  were  grad- 
uated, and  the  standard  of  scholarship  was  well  maintained;  but 
the  debt,  which  hung  like  a  dark  pall  over  the  institution,  and  which 
was  continually  becoming  larger,  prevented  his  eftbrts  from  meeting 
with  entire  success.  During  the  flrst  two  years  of  Dr.  Dean's  pres- 
idency the  attendance  was  about  the  same  as  in  preceding  years ;  but 
during  the  last  j^ear  tlie  enrollment  fell  to  eighty-six,  while  the  debt 
had  increased  to  over  five  thousand  dollars. 
^,u  The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  June,  1S75, 
y"  selected  the  Rev.  John  J.  Manker,  D.D.,  then  Presiding  Elder  of  the 
Kuoxville  District,  to  succeed  Dr.  Dean  in  the  presidency.  Dr. 
INIanker,  however,  preferred  to  remain  in  the  pastoral  work,  and  at 
the  session  of  the  Holston  Conference  held  the  following  September, 
Tie  declined  the  proffered  position,  and  was  apx^ointed  to  the  charge 
of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  Knoxville;  and  byre- 
quest  of  the  Conference,  Bishop  Bowman  appointed  the  Eev.  John 
F.  Spence,  D.D.,  to  the  vacant  presidency. 

When  Dr.  Spence  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  University  the 
property  was  in  imminent  danger  of  being  sold  for  debt.  The  de- 
pressing influence  of  its  financial  condition  was  felt  in  the  attendance 
of  students,  and  little  but  the  local  patronage  remained.  Dr.  Spence 
immediately  directed  his  efforts  toward  the  liquidation  of  the  debt, 
and  so  successful  were  his  efforts  that  in  less  than  two  years  every 
dollar  was  settled  and  ajjout  one  thousand  dollars  was  expended  in 
repairs  on  the  property. 

The  past  eight  years  have  been  by  far  the  most  successful  period 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  Eelieved  from  the  incubus  of  debt,  the 
Universitj^  has  grown  and  prospered.  During  Dr.  Spenoe's  admin- 
istration seventy  young  men  and  women  have  been  graduated — 
including  the  class  of  '84 — and  there  has  been  an  average  nniiunl 
enrollment  of  two  hundred  and  ten.  The  standard  of  scholarship 
has  been  carefully  maintained.  In  ISSl  the  courses  of  study  were 
extended  and  strengthened.  The  Classical  Course,  with  three 
years'  preparatory,  compares  favorably  with  the  corresponding 
course  in  our  best  colleges  and  universities,  Xorth  and  East. 

It  is  tlie  peculiar  glory  of  the  University  that  despite  its  straitened 
financial  condition,  it  has  offered  the  priceless  boon  of  a  thorough 
•education  to  many  young  men  and  women  who  otherwise  would  not 
have  been  able  to  secure  a  college  education.  Expenses  have  always 
been  at  the  minimum  point.  During  Dr.  Spence's  presidency  over 
one  hundred  indigent  but  worthy  students  have,  through  his  iastru- 
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mentality,  received  assistance  from  benevolent  parties  in  the  North 
and  East. 

The  University  offers  the  only  oportunity  for  theological  instruc- 
tion afforded  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  in  our  white 
Southern  conferences.  Although,  from  lack  of  means,  no  distinct 
school  of  Theology  has  been  organized,  from  twentj^-five  to  thirty 
ministerial  students  each  year  receive,  at  the  hands  of  the  President, 
instruction  in  theology.  These  j^oung  men  have,  during  the  past 
few  years  especially,  received  aid  from  the  Board  of  Education, 
which  has  given  liberally,  so  far  as  its  means  would  permit.  A  very 
large  proportion — probably  at  least  half — of  the  students  who  are 
annuallj'  enrolled,  are  preparing  for  the  profession  of  teaching.  The 
University  has  sent  out  hundreds  of  teachers,  whose  influence  is 
felt  and  recognized  all  over  the  Central  South.  Its  graduates  are 
eagerly  sought  as  teachers,  and  nearly  every  one  of  our  seminaries 
has  as  its  principal  an  alumnus  of  East  Tennessee  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity. 

The  institution  has  never  received  any  pecuniary  aid  from  the 
Church,  through  its  official  channels,  until  the  last  three  years.  The 
General  C-onference  of  1S80  instructed  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society 
to  extend  to  the  white  schools  of  the  Church  in  the  South  such  aid 
as  it  should  be  able ;  and  in  accordance  v^ith  this  instruction,  the 
Society  has  appropriated,  for  the  past  three  years,  two  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  toward  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Faculty 
of  the  University, 

The  year  which  is  just  closing  has  been  one  of  great  and  unexam- 
pled prosperity.  About  tv,'o  hundred  and  eighty  students  have  been 
enrolled.  A  beautiful  brick  church  and  ch:|j)el,  worth  live  thousand 
dollars,  has  been  built  and  dedicated,  free  from  debt.  The  Hatfield 
Ministerial  Boarding  Hall,  worth  three  thousand  dollars,  and  ac- 
commodating forty  j'oung  men,  has  also  been  erected  and  paid  for. 
The  institution  Is  now  in  a  position  to  do  better  work  than  ever  be- 
fore. Its  faculty  is  competent  and  faithful,  and  it  offers,  especially 
to  young  men  and  women  of  moderate  means,  opportunities  which 
are  not  elsewhere  excelled.  What  is  most  needed,  and  what  is  a 
pressing  need,  is  an  endowment  of  fifty  or  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  which  would  relieve  the  financial  stringency  which  now 
cripples  all  its  efforts,  and  would  oiaen  before  it  a  sphere  of  almost 
boundless  usefulness. 

II. 

REV..  NELSON    E.  COBLEIGH,  D.D„  LL.D. 
Nelson  E.  Cobleigh  was  born   at  Littleton,  New  Hampshire, 
November  24,  1814.     His  father,  a  hard-working  farmer,  died  when 
the  subject  of  this  sketch,  the  youngest  of  eleven  children,  was  still 
in  his  infancy. 
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In  the  spring  of  1838  he  entered  the  Academy  at  jSTewberry,  Ver- 
mont, heaving  previonslj'  iicquired  a  good  common-school  education, 
and  having  also  spent  some  time  in  teaching.  In  1839  he  entered 
Wesleyan  University,  at  Middletown,  Connecticut,  where  he  re- 
mained four  years,  graduating  in  1843  with  the  first  honors  of  his 
class.  He  was  a  self-educated  man,  and  the  expenses  of  his  college 
course  were  defrayed  with  money  earned  by  himself  in  teaching. 
There  were  then  no  free  scholarships  or  educational  boards  to  aid 
the  poor  and  worthy  student,  and  the  young  man  of  moderate  means 
was  comiDelled  to  rely  on  his  own  eflbrts  to  secure  an  education. 

In  1844  he  joined  the  IVew  England  Conference,  within  the 
bounds  of  which  he  labored  earnestly  and  successfully  for  ten  years, 
filling  the  most  prominent  appointments,  and  accomplishing  much 
and  lasting  good. 

In  1853,  in  consequence  of  his  wife's  failing  health,  he  withdrew 
from  pastoral  labor,  and  removed  from  Boston  to  Lebanon,  Illinois, 
to  accept  the  chair  of  Ancient  Languages  in  McKendree  College. 
The  following  year  he  Avas  elected  to  and  accepted  the  same  chair 
in  Lawrence  University,  at  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  but  in  1857  was 
recalled  to  Illinois  by  an  election  to  the  Presidency  of  McKendree 
College,  the  duties  of  which  ofllce  he  entered  upon  in  1858.  Here 
there  was  given  full  scope  for  the  manifestation  of  his  sterling  qual- 
ities of  mind  and  heart.  McKendree  College,  when  he  was  placed 
at  its  head,  was  in  a  state  of  chaos,  and  was  threatened  with  finan- 
cial ruin.  By  his  untiring  elforts  and  great  executive  ability  he 
raised  the  institution  out  of  the  "slough  of  despond"  into  which 
it  had  fallen,  and  restored  it  to  a  state  of  order  and  success. 

In  the  autumn  of  18G3  he  was  elected  to  the  editorship  of  Zioii's 
Herald,  at  Boston,  Mass.  Here  he  labored  with  unusual  zeal  and 
success;  in  addition  to  his  editorial  duties,  preaching,  lecturing, 
and  "in  labors  more  abundant"  striving  in  everj^  way  to  advance  the 
Master's  cause.  His  severe  labors  proved  too  exhaustive  upon  his 
nervous  system,  and  in  1867  he  was  compelled  to  resign  the  ed- 
itorial chair.  After  a  brief  interval  of  rest,  he  accepted  the  Presi- 
dency of  East  Tennessee  Weslej^an  University,  at  Athens,  Tenu. 
His  inestimable  labors  in  this  institution  have  been  elsewhere 
mentioned.  When,  at  the  behest  of  the  Church,  he  severed  his 
connection  with  the  University,  the  Trustees  evinced  their  high 
appreciation  of  his  efforts  by  conferring  upon  him  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws. 

At  the  General  Conference  of  1872  he  was  elected  editor  of  the 
Methodist  Advocate,  at  Atlanta,  Georgia.  Here  he  performed  ser- 
vices for  the  Church  which  can  never  be  forgotten.  His  position 
was  one  of  peculiar  and  excessive  trial,  and  demanded  a  rare  union 
of  prudence  and  courage.    Dr.    Cobleigh  was  fully  equal  to  the 
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emergency.  Under  his  control  the  Advocate  was  a  mighty  power 
for  good  in  this  Southern  land. 

In  the  winter  of  1874,  Dr.  Cobleigh  w^as  invited  to  dedicate 
Clark's  Chapel,  near  Athens,  Tenn.  He  had  just  returned  from  a 
six  weeks'  tour  of  the  winter  conferences,  and  at  the  session  of  the 
South  Carolina  Conference  had  contracted  a  severe  cold,  which 
threatened  serious  results.  His  wife  endeavored  to  dissuade  him 
from  attending  the  dedication,  but  he  felt  that  the  voice  of  duty 
called,  and,  as  was  his  wont,  he  cheerfully  obeyed.  Arriving  at 
Athens  he  rode  on  horseback  six  miles  to  the  new  chapel,  thus  re- 
ceiving a  fatal  addition  to  his  already  severe  cold.  He  however 
performed  the  dedication  services,  i^reaching  a  sermon  of  great 
power  and  interest.  On  his  journey  homeward  he  was  taken 
violently  ill,  and  on  February  1,  1874,  just  one  week  after  preaching 
his  last  sermon,  he  passed  to  the  enjoyment  of  that  blessed  reward 
which  the  Master  has  promised  to  the  good  and  faithful  servant. 

Dr.  Cobleigh  was  a  great  and  a  good  man.  His  wisdom,  firmness 
and  mildness  specially  fitted  him  to  be  a  representative  man,  and  as 
such  he  was  a  member  of  the  General  Conferences  of  1864,  T86S 
and  1872.  His  intellect,  thoroughly  trained  and  disciplined  by 
years  of  close  study  and  apf)licatiou,  was  majestic.  His  piety 
was  deep  and  uniform,  and  in  faitli  he  was  mighty.  His  sermons 
were  powerful,  yet  simple.  He  believed  what  he  preached,  and  he 
preached  what  he  believed ;  and  his  pulpit  efibrts  were  always 
attended  by  the  power  of  the  Spirit.  He  Avas  an  unselfish  and  a 
self-sacrificing  man.  Where  duty  called,  there  was  he,  pausing  not 
to  count  the  cost.  His  friends  adored  him,  and  the  enemies,  who, 
in  the  peculiar  times  and  circumstances  under  which  he  labored, 
•were  inevitable,  could  not  but  admire  and  respect  him. 

Tlius,  in  the  noon-tide  of  his  usefulness,  "  v/ith  eye  undimmed 
and  witli  strength  unabated,"  he  was  called  away.  His  deatli  left  a 
gap  in  our  Southern  work  which,  in  some  respects,  has  never  been 
filled. 

III. 

REV.  JAMES  A.   DEAN,    D.   D. 

James  A,  Dean  was  born  in  Vermont,  xlpril  3,  1823,  and  passed 
the  years  of  his  boyhood  at  Ogdensburg,  Xew  York.  In  1847  he 
graduated  from  Wesleyan  University,  Middletown,  Connecticut, 
after  which  he  spent  seven  years  in  teaching  in  Xorth  Carolina  and 
Virginia.  After  three  years  passed  in  school  work  in  the  West  he 
joined  the  Xew  England  Southern  Conference,  where  he  labored 
until  1869,  when  he  v>'as  transferred  to  the  jSTew  York  East  Con- 
ference. After  three  years  in  the  ministerial  work  there,  in  1872 
he  was  elected  President  of  East  Tennessee  Wesleyan  University, 
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where  he  remained  until  1875.  He  then  returned  to  the  New  York 
East  Conference,  continuing  a  member  of  it  until  1882,  when  he 
was  transferred  to  tlie  Louisiana  Conference,  and  elected  President 
of  New  Orleans  University ;  a  position  which  he  still  holds  with 
honor  to  himself  and  the  Church.  In  1872  he  received  from  East 
Tennessee  Wesleyan  University  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

Dr.  Dean  is  a  gentleman  of  scholarlj-  attainments  and  of  refined 
literary  tastes.  His  sermons  are  thoughtful,  polished  and  effective. 
In'the  field  of  authorship  he  has  performed  some  honorable  work. 
In  1880-81  he  published  an  abridgment,  in  two  volumes,  of  Gib- 
bon's "Decline  and  Fall  of  the  Roman  Empire,"  which  met  with 
a  flattering  reception.  He  has  now  in  press,  to  appear  in  a  few 
weeks,  a  volume  of  "  Illustrations  from  History,"  in  which  his 
accurate  scholarship  and  habits  of  study  are  clearly  and  favorably 
shown. 

IV. 

REV.  JOHN    F    SPENCE,   D.  D. 

John  Fletcher  Spence  was  born  in  Ohio,  in  1828,  and  graduated 
from  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  in  1853.  In  the  same  j-ear  he 
joined  the  Cincinnati  Conference,  where  he  lat|ored  with  marked 
success  and  acceptability  vintil  18G2,  when  he  was  appointed  a 
Chaplain  in  the  United  States  Army.  Here  he  served  tliree  years 
and  two  months,  and  in  18G5  was  transferred  to  the  Holston  Con- 
ference. 

Dr.  Spence  was  one  of  the  first  transfers  to  our  white  Southern 
work,  and  to  no  other  is  due  more  of  the  marvelous  success  of  that 
work.  He  organized  the  First  M.  E.  Church  of  Knoxville,  was 
instrumental  in  raising  three  thousand  dollars  with  wliicli  to  pur- 
chase a  site  for  a  church  edifice,  and  commenced  the  erection  of  the 
structure.  Through  his  exertions,  also,  the  Second  M.  E.  Cliurch 
of  Knoxville  was  organized,  and  a  beautiful  edifice  erected  iu  1872- 
'73.  In  the  same  year  in  Avhich  lie  was  transferred  to  the  Southern 
field,  1865,  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Knoxville  Female  Insti- 
tute. Under  his  administration  the  school  attained  remarkable 
success,  and  became  the  foremost  institution  of  its  class  in  Eastern 
Tennessee.  In  1808  he  resigned  this  position,  and  was  appointed 
Presiding  Elder  of  the  Knoxville  District,  on  which  he  served  the 
full  term  of  four  years,  hi  1875  he  was  elected  President  of  East 
Tennessee  Wesleyan  University,  which  position  he  still  holds.  His 
memorable  services  in  connection  with  this  institution  have  been 
already  described. 

In  1877  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  ?Jount 
Union  College,  in  Ohio.  In  1879  his  brethren  of  the  Holston  Con- 
ference elected  him  as  one  of  their  representatives  to  the  General 
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Conference  which  met  in  Cincinnati  in  ISSO.  Here  he  was  hirgely 
instrumental  in  securing  for  our  white  educational  work  in  the 
South  authoritative  recognition  and  assistance  at  the  hands  of  the 
Church.    He  is  also  a  member  of  the  General  Conference  of  1884. 

Dr.  Spence  possesses,  in  an  eminent  degree,  that  financial  ability 
which  the  late  Dr.  Jeremiah  Day,  of  Yale,  declared  to  be  the  first 
qualification  of  a  college  president.  To  his  efforts  East  Tennessee 
Wet-lej'an  University  owes  both  its  birth  and  its  release  from  im- 
pending ruin.  He  is  also  possessed  of  rare  executive  ability,  and 
has  few  equals  in  the  work  of  organizing  and  managing  a  large 
school.  He  is  a  tireless  worker,  and  knows  not  the  meaning  of 
defeat. 

As  a  public  speaker,  whether  in  pulpit  or  upon  platform.  Dr. 
Spence  is  earnest  and  logical,  powerful  and  convincing.  "When  he 
speaks  he  has  something  to  say,  and  his  utterances  always  com- 
mand attention  and  recognition. 

Dr.  Spence  is  still  in  the  full  vigor  of  a  powerful  manhood,  and 
gives  promise  of  many  additional  years  of  usefulness  and  honor  in 
the  educational  work  of  the  Church. 

V. 

THE  ALUMNAL    ASSOCIATION. 

David  A.  Bolton,  A.  M.,  President.

GENERAL  INFORMATION, 


This  Institution  Avas  incorporated  by  a  special  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  under  the  name  of  the  East 
Tennessee  Wesleyan  University,  in  1867. 

Location. 

The  University  is  easy  of  access,  being  located  at  Athens,  the 
county  seat  of  McMinn  county,  on  the  East  Tennessee,  Virginia  and 
Georgia  Railroad,  half  way  between  Knoxville  and  Chattanooga. 

Athens,  surrounded  by  beautiful  and  attractive  mountain  scenery, 
and  unsurpassed  for  pure  air,  pure  water  and  good  health,  has  ad- 
vantages almost  unequalled  as  a  site  for  an  institution  of  learning. 
Its  citizens  are  justly  celebrated  for  their  intelligence,  culture  and 
mornls,  and  being  a  small  town  it  presents  few  facilities  for  spending 
money  foolishly,  and  is  free  from  those  allurements  to  vice  and 
unworthy  attractions  which  are  found  in  larger  cities. 

Government. 

The  government  of  tlie  Institution  is  mild,  but  firm,  designed  to 
be  at  once  preventative  and  corrective.  The  character  of  the  Insti- 
tution always  will  and  shall  be  vindicated :  when  mild  discipline 
fails  to  reform  the  student  his  connection  with  the  University  will 
be  severed.     See  By-Laws. 

Co-Education   of  the   Sexes. 

We  believe  in  God's  plan  in  the  creation,  in  tlie  family,  in  the 
school.  Ladies  are  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  gentlemen  to  all 
Departments  of  the  University,  to  all  honors  and  privileges,  and 
are  eligible  to  the  position  of  Trustee  or  Professor. 

Library  and   Reading  Roonn. 

A  Libi'ary  has  been  collected  and  placed  in  good  order  in  a  suita- 
ble room.  There  is  connected  witli  the  Library  a  Reading  Room, 
containing  many  of  the  best  newspapers  and  periodicals.  Students 
have  regular  access  to  the  Library  and  Reading  Room,  and  are 
permitted  to  draw  books. 
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The  Librarian  is  a  member  of  the  Faculty.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  Faculty  and  friends  of  the  college  to  add  to  the  collection  of 
books  constantlj',  and  to  give  to  the  use  of  the  Library  the  prom- 
inence and  the  connection  with  tlie  course  of  study  which  are 
essential  to  the  student's  highest  success. 

Candidates  for  the   Ministry. 

Those  contemplating  entering  the  Christian  ministry  will  here 
tind  arrangements  made  expressly  to  meet  their  wants.  Whether 
intending  or  not  to  take  a  strictly  professional  course  in  a  Theoloo-- 
ieal  school,  they  will  find  our  elective  courses  a  valuable  preparation 
for  pastoral  study  or  for  advanced  standing  in  the  I'heologic.nl 
Seminary.  For  the  Greek  or  Latin  of  the  Junior  Year  the  student 
may  substitute  the  Hebrew  language  and  Exegesis :  and  other  sub- 
stitutions will  be  allowed  as  far  as  they  shall  leave  inviolate  the 
collegiate  course  in  its  original  purpose  and  plan,  as  a  general  course 
of  culture. 

With  this  view  the  Translation  and  Interpretation  of  the  Greek 
Testament  will,  to  some  extent,  be  substituted  for  the  Classic  Greek 
in  the  later  years  of  the  College  course. 

These  arrangements  have  been  made  in  view  of  the  laro-e  and 
increasing  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  iu  constant 
attendance  at  the  University. 

A   Proposition. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  agree,  for  the  sum  of  $30.00,  to  furnish 
any  student  preparing  for  the  ministry,  who  comes  duly  recom. 
mended  by  the  proper  authority,  not  restricted  to  any  denomina- 
tion, free|uition  and  text-books  for  one  entire  school  year  thus 
enabling  poor  but  worthy  young  meii  to  obtain  an  education  at  a 
nominal  cost  and  thereby  fit  themselves  for  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try. During  the  past  year  a  number  of  such  propositions  have 
been  responded  to  by  our  friends  In  the  ISTorth. 

Will  not  fifty  persons  respond  to  this  proposition  durino-  the 
coming  year?  There  are  fifty  young  men  now  pleading  for  aid. 
The  only  endowment  we  can  boast  of  is  the  prayers  and  faith  of  our 
friends — the  self-denial  and  Indefatigable  labors  of  the  President 
aAd  Professors. 

Moral   and   Religious  Culture. 

The  University  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Though  a  denominational,  it  is  in  no  sense  a  sectarian 
school.  It  was  the  plan  of  its  founders,  and  is  the  continued  pur- 
pose of  its  Trustees  and  Faculty,  to  make  it  pre-eminentlv  a  Chris- 
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tian  School.  A  Young  ]\Ioa'i^  Christian  Association  has  been 
formed  by  the  students,  wliicli  liolds  regular  religious  meetings. 
A  weekly  prayer  meeting  has  also  been  organized  among  the  young 
ladies  of  the  Institution.  Other  religious  services  are  held  weekly, 
to  which  all  the  students  are  invited. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  worship  in  the  University 
Chapel  on  each  school  day. 

Lectures. 

The  University  Lecture  Course  has  become  a  feature  of  great 
interest.  During  tlie  winter  months  eminent  lecturers  from  abroad 
are  engaged. 

Recitations  and   Exanninations. 

Each  -student  is  expected  to  have  not  less  than  three,  nor  more 
than  four  studies  at  one  time.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  receive 
instruction  from  any  one  outside  the  Faculty  eitlier  in  music  or 
solid  branches. 

There  will  be  a  Public  Examination  of  all  the  classes  at  the  close 
of  each  term — written  or  oral. 

Students  not  present  at  the  end  of  a  term  will  be  examined  on 
their  return  for  class  standing  All  new  students  will  be  examined 
in  each  department  for  class  standing.  In  order  to  pass  in  any 
Study  a  student's  grade  must  be  at  least  60  in  a  scale  of  100. 

Attendance. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  students  should  be  present  at  the  opening 
of  each  terra. 

It  is  vital  to  the  interests  of  the  student  and  Institution  that  all 
should  be  scrupulously  punctual  at  recitation  and  all  other  college 
duties.  Whenever  a  student  enters  the  Institution  he  is  regarded 
as  subject  to  its  laws  until  his  connection  therewith  is  closed  by 
graduation  or  otherwise. 

Literary  Societies. 

There  are  three  societies  for  the  males,  the  Athenian,  the  Pliiloma, 
thean  and  the  Simpsonian,  (Theological  Society),  and  one  for  the 
females — the  Sapphonian.  Each  is  already  furnished  with  a  small 
but  choice  library.  The  societies  are  highly  prized  by  the  Faculty 
as  well  as  by  the  students,  and  form  an  important  part  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  University.  Each  societj'-  is  entitled  to  one  public 
entertainment  during  each  term.

Rhetorical   Exercises. 

Exercises  in  Composition  and  Declamation  are  required  regularly 
of  all 'the  students.  The  Freshmen  will  write  three  essaj^s,~each 
term,  of  not  less  than  seven  hundred  words  each.  All  subjects  for 
the  above  mentioned  essays  will  be  assigned  by  the  Faculty., 

Each  Junior  will  deliver  one  original  address,  each  term,  in  the 
chapel,  of  not  less  than  seven  hundred  words.  The  Seniors  will 
deliver  each  one  original  address,  each  term,  of  one  thousand 
words. 

Merit  and    Demerit. 

Punctual  attendance  upon  all  duties  is  insisted  upon  as  one  of  the 
first  conditions  of  progress  or  of  good  discipline.  Unexcused  ab- 
sences are  counted  as  serious  delinquencies.  These  and  other 
offences  are  marked  according  to  a  fixed  scale.  When  these  demerit 
marks  have  reached  a  certain  point  the  student  receives  a  warning, 
of  which  his  parent  or  guardian  is  notified.  If  necessary,  this 
warning  is  repeated.  Then,  if  a  further  fixed  point  is  reached,  the 
student  may  be  suspended  or  dismissed.  At  any  time,  however,  the 
Faculty  may  ask  the  withdrawal  of  a  student  from  the  University, 
if  satisfied  that  his  continuance  in  it  Avould  be  injurious.

All  donations  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  young  men  preparing  for 
the  ministry  will  be  made  direct  to  the  President,  or  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Instruction. 

With  respect  to  methods  of  instruction,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Faculty 
to  secure  the  greatest  possible  freshness  and  variety  consistent  with 
scientific  system  and  thoroughness.  We  aim  to  select  and  use  the 
best  text  and  reference  books  in  everj'  department.  It  is  intended, 
however,  tliat  the  student  shall  do  something  more  than  merely 
memorize  text-books. 

Whenever  a  branch  of  science  or  any  study  can  be  best  taught  by 
a  fresh,  original  handling  in  the  waj^  of  lecture  or  black-board 
exercises,  or  by  a  Socratic  method,  or  \)y  a  combination  of  any  and  all 
of  these,  the  Professor  will  not  shrink  from  additional  labor.  Every- 
thing possible  shall  be  done  to  stimulate  the  student,  and  supplement 
the  work  of  the  class-room,  throughout  the  entire  University 
curriculum. 
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All  the  text-books  and  books  of  reference  used  in  the  University 
can  be  obtained  at  reasonable  rates  direct  from  the  Faculty  or  from 
the  University  Book  Store.  • 

Degrees  and   Honors. 

The  degrees  of  the  University  are  Collegiate,  Post-Graduate  and 
Honorary — for  all  of  which  appropriate  diplomas  are  conferred. 

Upon  those  who  complete  the  classical  course,  "Artium  Baeca- 
laureus "  (A.  B.) ;  upon  those  completing  the  Latin  Scientific 
Course,  the  Degree  of  "  Philosophio3  Baccalaureus  "  (B.  Ph.);  and 
upon  those  completing  the  Scientific  Course  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  (B.  S.). 

All  students  completing  the  formal  Course  will  be  granted  a 
suitable  certificate. 

No  student  will  be  given  a  diploma  or  certificate  until  all  dues  to 
the  University  have  been  settled. 

Post- Graduates. 

Master  of  Arts,  (M.  A.)  requires  one  year  of  resident  post- 
graduate study,  under  the  direction  of  the  Facultj'. 

Doctor  of  Philosophy,  (Ph.  D.)  requires  two  years  of  study  under 
the  direction  of  the  Facultj^ 

Parties  desiring  to  pursue  a  Post-Gradute  Course  are  invited  to 
correspond  with  the  Faculty  for  terms  and  full  particulars. 

Expenses  and    Payments. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  abolished  all  tui- 
tion in  Preparatory  and  Kegular  Courses,  and  ordered  an  incidental 
fee  of  five  dollars  for  each  term,  to  be  paid  invariably  in  advance. 
No  one  exempted  from  this  fee. 

Students  studying  Chemistry  will  be  charged  a  feg  of  $1.00  per 
term  for  chemicals  used  in  Labratory.

,    Board  in  pi'ivate  families  at  $8.00  to  $10.00  per  month. 

Hatfield  Boarding  Hall,  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  40 
students,  furnished  with  bedsteads,  stoves,  chairs,  tables,  etc.  Rent 
per  term  in  advance,  $1.50;  if  paid  at  the  end  of  the  term,  $2.00; 
board  in  Hall,  $1.50  per  week. 

Dormitory  rooms,  for  those  desiring  to  board  themselves,  at  50 
cents  per  month,  furnished  with  heavy  furniture.  Students  can 
Ijoard  themselves  at  a  cost  of  from  60  cents  to  $1  per  week. 
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The  Trustees  propose  to  aid  students  in  every  possible  way  to» 
lighten  the  expense  of  the  school  term,  and  constantly  surround  the 
pupil  with  a  homelike  influence. 

We  desire  to  exercise  the  most  rigid  economy  in  every  depart- 
ment. 

No  extra  uniforms  required:  a  simple,  plain  and  inexpensive 
wardrobe  is  all  that  is  desired.  We  propose  to  make  the  cost  at  the: 
University  as  low  or  lower  than  any  in  the  land. 

Students  who  desire  great  economy  are  recommended  to  bring- 
bedding  from  their  homes. 

The  provisions  of  the  Institution  are  simple,  and  appeal  to  the- 
student's  self-respect,  sense  of  right,  personal  responsibility,  and. 
capabilities  of  usefulness  and  happiness. 


BY-LAWS. 

1.  Recitations,  prayers  in  the  mornining  and  other  regular  exer- 
cises, shall  be  punctuallj^  attended  by  each  student. 

2.  During  studj^  hours,   students  are  not  allowed  to  visit  each- 
other's  rooms  nor  to  visit  about  the  village. 

3.  Students  will  obtain  permission  of  one  of  the  teachers  before- 
leaving  town. 

4.  Students  are  required  to  be  orderly  and  quiet  in  and  about  the 
buildings. 

5.  Profane  or  obscene  language  will  not  be  tolerated  under  any 
circumstances. 

6.  The  use  of  any  intoxicating  beverage  and  the  playing  of  cards 
are  absolutely  forbidden. 

7.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  attend  balls,  dancing  parties, 
circuses,  operatic  or  minstrel  shows. 

8.  A  strict  observance  of  the  Sabbath,  and  attendance  upon  pub- 
lic worship,  will  be  required. 

9.  Young  ladies  may  not  receive  calls  from  gentlemen,  except  of 
friends  from  a  distance. 

10.  Young  gentlemen  are  not  permitted  to  visit  young  ladies  at 
their  own  rooms. 

11.  The  escorting  of  young   ladies  by  young  gentlemen    is  not 
allowed  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 

12.  Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  injuries  done  to  their 
rooms  or  other  parts  of  the  building. 

13.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  use  tobacco  within  the  build- 
ings. 
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14.  Absence  from  recitation  without  satisfactory  excuse,  as  wel 
-as  insuborJination  in  the  class-room,  sliall  be  reckoned  and  bear 
upon  the  student's  grade. 

15.  Anj''  student  desiring  to  sever  liis  connection  with  tlie  Uni- 
versity before  the  close  of  the  term  must  inform  the  Faculty  in 
writing  of  his  intention,  and  obtain  their  consent. 

Any  student  habitually  violating  the  above  rules  will  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  University.
